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Years ago, somewhere in Africa, a stern police officer was transport- 
ing a jeuvenile by train. Due to a lack of available seats, they were 
forced to share a compartment with a woman and her granddaughter. 
The boy didn't mind this inconvenience because the girl was very 
pretty. As the train set off, they traveled north towards the mountains. 

While the train lurched and chugged, the four travelers sat in virtual silence. The boy stared shyly at the young 
girl with admiration, while the grandmother and police officer kept one eye peeled to make sure nothing hap- 
pened. As the train approached the mountains, it entered a rather long tunnel. Well, trains in Africa don t usu- 
ally have electricity, so the trip through the tunnel caused the travelers' compartment to go dark. As they passed 
through the tunnel, there were two distinct sounds: the first was the sound of a big kiss, and the second was that 
of a strong slap. When the train emerged from the tunnel, and light returned to the rickety car, the passengers 
were left wondering what had just happened! 

The grandmother sat smugly thinking, "I can't believe that boy had the 
nerve to kiss my granddaughter, but I sure am glad that she slapped him 
for it. That will teach him!" The young girl, with flutters in her belly, 
thought, "I can't believe that boy was brave enough to kiss me, but I really 
wish my grandmother hadn't slapped him for it. Poor boy." The police 
officer, still feeling the sting in his jaw, steamed, "I can't believe that boy 
had the nerve to kiss that young girl! And why on earth did the grand- 
mother slap me for it?" But the young boy, the only one in that compart- 
ment who knew what had actually happened, sat there grinning with 
deep satisfaction. "That was perfect timing," he thought. "I got to kiss that 
pretty girl and I also got to slap that police officer!" 




Chikankata, Zambia 
240 villages - Many Unreached 



This was just a funny story that I heard from an American preacher in Zambia, but I thought it was very appli- 
cable to our new direction of ministry in Chikankata. It seems like God has orchestrated something very special 
for this time in eternity. He has established a very unique relationship between us and a Zambian chieftainess, 
which has opened tremendous doors for ministry in Chikankata. He has already shown us that the people are 
receptive to His gospel through previous outreach events in the area. He has answered a lot of prayer and has 
already provided for many of our practical needs (free land for a ministry center, housing in the area, etc.), and 
He continues to give us a heart to see Him glorified within the Tonga people of Zambia! Not that we advocate 
violence, but it seems like it is our time to kiss that little girl and slap that police officer ; -). 

However, before we can move forward, we need one more thing to fall into place. For this we need your help. 
As self- funded missionaries, we rely on monthly donations from individuals and families like you to live and 
carry out ministry in Zambia. We are trying to raise an additional $1,225 a month in support. To do this, we are 
asking God to provide 10 financial partners giving $25 per month (or $.83 per day), 8 giving $50 per month, 5 
giving $75 per month and 2 giving $100 per month. 

In short, we have the heart and the doors are opened, 
but now, we need the muscle. Would you consider 
partnering with us financially and through prayer to 
change the spiritual and physical landscape of South- 
ern Zambia for God's glory?
